Office Action Summary 
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The Examiner acknowiedgeSs Applicant's submission of the amendment filed 
12/22/05. Claims 1-82, 84, and 86-110 are pending. Further review of independent 
claim 69 indicates that the claim should have been rejected in the previous Office 
action. The Examiner sincerely regrets any inconvenience. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 69 and 71-73 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
US Pat. 1627541 (US'541). 

Referring to Figs. 1-3 and page 2, lines 6-39, US'541 discloses a tray cover with 
vent openings forming less than 1% of the area of the open tray top. 

Regarding the recitation of use in an oven and "receiving heat from" the oven 
heat source and "emitting radiant heat to the food in the tray," a recitation of the 
intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the 
claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed 
invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the 
intended use, then it meets the claim. 

The metal cover of US'541 is clearly able to perform the recited function, even if 
it is not explicitly recited. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-68, 74-82, 84, and 86-1 10 are allowed. 

Claims 70 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
